25X11. There ws little activity at tne 4.1 LOW It. (i 52/K BL) airfield due 
to bad weather. All hangars were closed. Some aircrnit oi undetermined 
type wore parked on the northwest edge. There was no flying. 


2/ According to a German civilian enployed at tne field, as many as 150 
single-engine sircrait occasionally landed at tne field. Some planes only 
took on fuel and rations for their crews. 


a. The present occupation was unknown. Three rail shipments of five jet 
fighters each had allegedly arrived, ‘Ine aircrait which were assembled at 
the field, made so.e flignts and tien left. The last group left about 

23 hoverber 1949. The jet planes had conspicuously swept back wings and, 
under the fuselage, an aperture to the rear froa which a jet of fire emana- 
ted vwnen the engine was started. , 


25X1 3, The radar set with seven dipcles and the nertaining radio truck 


_ previously observed north of the field was no lonser there. The «otor 
25X1 vehicles bus, [ __—were seen. 


25X1 4. The officers! billets on Fr.v.Hein-Strasse, @/LKUNBERG (N 52/E 74), were 
evacuated and according to the municipal administration, the houses on 
Goeethestrasse were soon to be enpty. Tie dwellings there would, nowever, 
not be released to the civilian population as new Soviet cependents were 


expected. 
25X11 a. It is noteworthy tnat in October 1549 
rbout 20 jet aircraft were oarked in a strictly 
guerded hangar. it is e.nsidered possible that all disassembled jet air~ 
25X1 craft which arrive by rail for distribution in tie Sovict cone of Germany 
are shined to the ALT LObahw. ITZ airfield where they are asseabled and flow 
25X11 to their destination. The jet planes wiiich toox off on 22 .ovenber 1945 


were possibly destined for the GhOGSiLUi\IN airtiel., In conection wit. 
the occupation of the GROSSENHAIN airfield where jet aircrart o1 tue swept 
back type are nov stationed, shipments from LIBGNITs vie CGTIBLS to FrAbKune 
BERG were ulso observed. **
